Third- 
ly, That they were not, as I thought, ſo Methodical as this which [ 
have nin made ; wherein the Readers will find the ImperfeFions [ 
obſerved i the' former Catalogues amended ; all the Plays which bave 
been Printed ſince 2680,- to this-preſent time, 'added;- with: (everal 
Remarks, which whether cr no obſerved, I cannot tell, but never pub- 
liſhed by any Author till now. | | 

To begin then firlt with the Errours of former Catalogues, they 
are chiefly Fave : | | 

Firlt, There were Plays inſerted in all of them, which were never © 
in Print ; as for Brevity's ſake, to give one inſtance for many, The 
Amorous Widow , and Wanton Wife, a Comedy. Thu »« a 
Stock-Play, and was written (if not Tranſlated from Mollieres 
George Dandin) by 44.

| Secondly, Some Plays were omitted, which had been Printed we-. 
ry long ago; . as, Cola's Fury, and Lirenda's. Miſery. Written by 
Henry Burkhead.

Thirdly, Two Titles which belong'd to one and the ſame Play, 
were frequently printed, as if they had been two diſtin&t Plays; as 
The Conſtant Maid, .or Love will find out the Way.
